Our group was founded in 1978 in order to provide a supporting 
structure for Lesbians and Gay Men within Concordia University. This 
supportive structure consists mainly of three things, and these are 
our primary motivations: Social- We try to provide situations and 
atmospheres conducive to a sense of well-being and acceptance for 
Lesbians and Gay Men. Be it at our office which serves as a drop-in 
centre for conversational purposes, or at our Coffeehouses, Dances, 
or regular Thursday meetings, this Social aspect of our group's op- 
eration has been well-received and continues to grow and develope. 
Educational- We are always willing to lead discussions in classes 
within and without the University- there are always misconceptions 
about homosexuals and their attitudes/feelings/lifestyle, and we try 
to help eliminate (some of) them whenever possible. We also serve as 
an internally-educating medium: We are here to help homosexuals under- 
stand themselves and each other. Political- There is always some issue 
in the Political world which will affect us all in some way- we look 
at what's happening, formulate responses, opinions, group stances, 
participate in campaigns, etc. Like every Gay and Lesbian group, we 
must be a "watchdog". 

Each week we hold a meeting which deals with a topic. We have dis- 
cussed many issues and concerns, such as "Monogamy/Polygamy", "Being 
a Gay Parent", "Pornography", "Self Awareness"... on and on. Or, if 
we're not hosting a discussion, we may have an invited guest speaker, 
Such as a Gay Doctor doing a presentation/information session on 
Sexually Transmitted Diseases, or a Lawyer helping to explain legal 
situations, we were very proud to host a book-launching for Mary Meigs 
& couple of years ago. Films take up the rest of our regular-meeting 
agenda- we've shown many in the past, ranging from Feminist Documen- 
tary to films by experimental Filmmaker Barbara Hammer (once we were 
lucky enough to have her present to show her films), we've shown that 
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Canadian Classic, "Outrageous", films by Rainer Werner Fassbinder, 

to name but a few. These meetings happen every Thursday afternoon in 
the Hall Building of Concordia University (1455 de Maisonneuve 0.) 

in room H-333-6, from 4 to 6 p.m. Every meeting is open to one and 
all, non-Concordia people are most welcome. For more information about 
these meetings please call our office at _. 

Every FIRST FRIDAY of every month there's a coffeehouse we've 
christened "CAFE CONCORDIA". It's become sort of a tradition for us- 
it's a great chance to meet people who come from all over. The location 
for Café Concordia is 2060 Mackay Street (right near the Hall Building) 
upstairs in room 202.

Dances- we're still coming down from the roaring success of the last 
one. It was really good to see an attendance of around 50% Women and 
50% Men- a real blow was struck in favour of solidarity! We hope the 
next one is even better. In the past, most of our dances have had a 
theme- "Bad Taste", "St. Patrick's Day", "Spring Dance", these are 
only a few. The next ones should be more elaborate and exciting... 
we hope you'll attend! 


We believe it is important and necessary that Lesbians and Gay Men 
work together. It is one of the basic building blocks of our group. 
We have much to learn from each other, there is much we can do together 
in the group, and the results are satisfying and exemplary. While 
one must be a member of Concordia University's Student Body to become 
a voting, decision-making member of LGFC, we always encourage outside 
participation in our topical discussions, and all our other activi- 
ties. Come to our meetings, Café Concordia, and our Dances. We need 
your opinions, viewpoints, your input.
